Atom riant Magnet* Could Ora* 
Workman Off Ilia Fret 

The United Staten Treasury 
"loaned'* 14,000 tqm of silver valuta 
at $400,000,000 for the construction 
of huge electromagnets at Oak Ridge, 
Tertn., that produced the material for 
atomic bombs, the Midwest Power 
Conference was told. 

R. R. Wisner, assistant chief elec¬ 
trical engineer of a Boston llrm, 
said the electromagnets were nearly 
100* times as large as the 184-inch 
Cyclotron at Berkeley, Cal., pre¬ 
viously regarded as the largest mag¬ 
net In existence. The silver was 
needed for the electrical conductor 
of the windings and fuses. 

He said the gigantic pulling power 
of the magnets posed a problem for 
construction workers who came with¬ 
in range of the field. A strong 
effort was required to keep n nail 
In a workman’s hand from twisting 
his wrist. An ordinary wrench or 
pliers either would be wrested from 
a workman’s hand or, if he held on, 
he would be dragged against the 
magnetic face, suffering bruises or 
skinned knuckles. 

To counteract this, non-ferrous 
metal and non-magnetic steels were 
used in tools and near-by equipment.

Q - My sister will be visiting me 
for three weeks this summer.

GRADUALLY IT IS DAWNING on the people of this country that 
too long have we allowed conditions to exist in relation to our penitentiaries 
which have become more or less the breeding place for habitual criminals 
rather than corrective and reforming institutions. A very timely editorial 
is herewith reproduced from Liberty Magazine, October 27, 1945, on this 
subject which we hope will be the means of focussing the attention of the 
public in greater degree than ever, and a challenge to nil Canadians to use 
their influence to have those responsible for the continuance of such a sys¬ 
tem, act without delay in bringing about the many needed reforms, so that 
young lives may be given a chance when free again to "right about face ”, 
and start on a career of usefulness, rather than following the same trail 
which has already led to their downfall. We hope in subsequent articles 
to give readers more information about our present Penal System, together 
with helpful suggestions that have been made by such men as R. Gordon 
Burgoyne, who for nearly 25 years was Honorary Chaplain to Bordeaux 
Jail, Montreal, and who has visited United States and English prisons and 
penitentiaries and studied their methods for many years. The Liberty 
article follows: 


Q.— My ration book has been badly 
damaged.

A.—If your ration book is unfit for 
further use. you may receive a re¬ 
placement* by turning it in to the 
Local Ration Board.

That will cure him." and in a fifty-page book¬ 
let demonstrated the absolute unreliability of that easy dictum. We believe 
that every thinking Canadian might read this booklet with profit because 
of the irrefutable logic of its challenge to the costly folly of our antiquated 
and ineffectual penal system. It may be had from the Montreal Gazette 
Press at a nominal cost of fifty cents. It bears the laborious title: "Seme 
Tragic Defects in Our Canadian Courts and Prison Systems". Our interest 
is not in making sales for any booklet, even where the proceeds go to so 
worthy a cause as the Prison Welfare Association. Our purpose is to stir 
to anger a public that should be angry. We have a carefully planned pro¬ 
gram of reform for bitter atnisea.

For Show 

A really wonderful showing can 
be made with a few annual flowers 
and with very little effort. Cosmos, 
giant marigolds, zinnias, petunias, 
portulaca, nicotine. alyssum, are 
easily grown almost anywhere in 
Canada. Some of the larger flowers 
like cosmos and marigolds and nico¬ 
tine can actually be used in the place 
of shrubs. Seeds should be started 
early and in finely prepared soil. 
Plants are transplanted to perma¬ 
nent quarters when they are well 
established with several sets of 
leaves. Some time can be saved by 
buying ready-started bedding plants, 
gladiolus, dahlias, giant marigolds 
For husky growth tall cosmos.

Actually all these pests can 
be controlled fairly easily and there 
are some new, war developed com¬ 
bination sprays and dusts which will 
cope with most situations. One point, 
however, is most important and that 
is that well cultivated, well managed 
gardens are far less susceptible to 
attack than those that have been 
neglected.

"Whitewater Jack" 

Man Who Is Interested In The 
Progress Of The West 

That is certainly a very appro-1 
priate name with which John R. 
MacNicol, Toronto M.P., has been 
dubbed, "Whitewater Jack”. Here is 
a public servant of Canada, who does 
not confine his interest to his narrow 
little urban constituency, Toronto- 
Davenport, but is interested intensely 
in the whole of Canada. 

On foot, by horseback and by 
steamboat and canoe, he has per- 

aonuUy surveyed the northern reaches 

of the Dominion and he wants a 

great irrigation plan adopted for 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. W’e spent 
$400,000,000 or more per month on 
war; we can spend a like amount to 
make the great area of these western 
provinces the most productive on 
God s green earth. 

To quote from the Ottawa news 
despatch: • 

Mr. MacNicol, who talks of water 
conservation with or without listen¬ 
ers, but preferably with, sums up his 
creed, for that is what it has be¬ 
come: 

"Where has the w’ater gone to?” 
referring, of course, to the mighty, 
Saskatchewan. "It has gone down 
to the sea without having done any 
good to the parched prairies. 

"Those parched prairies, if they 
are given sufficient water, will grow 
anything. There is no better land 
in the world. In some places it is a 
little alkaline. But the vast propor¬ 
tion of it contains the necessary 
chemicals to produce crops of all 
kinds in abundance, provided it gets 
water. It is a part of my purpose 
to see that it does get that water.” 

It is of interest to note that in his 
resolution before the House, Mr. 
MacNicol was strongly supported by 
the leader of the C.C.F., M. J. Cold- 
well. What the plan means simply 
is the harnessing of great river 
streams to make more fertile the 
lands of two great provinces. They 
have done the same thing in certain 
States of the Union to the South; 
Mr. MacNicol is urging the same 
thing for his own country. 

In his off time from duty in Par¬ 
liament this man has travelled to the 
great North and West; he has in¬ 
vestigated, and has brought a keen 
scientific mind into play, also imagi¬ 
nation and foreseeing the future 
which might well be, for his coun¬ 
try’s welfare. Mr. MacNicol cannot 
be young as years go, but he leads 
the strenuous life and there is no 
doubt that he can tell the Prime 
Minister much more about the con¬ 
stituency of Prince Albert, which Mr. 
King represented in the House for 
many years, than the P.M. ever knew 
himself. Mr. MacNicol is* a great 
Canadian. St. Catharines Standard.

Tariff* Impose A Burden On The 
People Of Western Canada 

The governments of Alberta, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba have united 
in a plea to the federally-appointed 
Trade and Tariff Committee for re¬ 
moval as rapidly as possible of un¬ 
necessary restrictions on world trade. 

If necessary, a 3,500-word brief ad¬ 
dressed to the committee and signed 
by Premiers E. C. Manning, T. C. 
Dougins and Stuart Garson said, 
Canada should take unilateral action 
toward that end. 

The brief, prepared by the econ¬ 
omic representatives of Social Credit, 
CCF and Coalition administrations, 
reviewed the “fundamental import¬ 
ance” of exports to Canadian econ¬ 
omy, the dependence of prairie agri¬ 
culture on exports to the United 
Kingdom and the United States and 
the effects of trade restrictions on 
production and living costs. 

It turned then to expression of 
the "strong conviction of the citizens 
of our provinces” that immediate 
action should be taken toward re¬ 
moval of existing restrictions. 

Changes brought about by the 
war, it said, had in no way lessened 
the traditional argument against 
trade restrictions as n source of in¬ 
creased costs to Canadian consumers 
and exporting industries. Instead, 
there appeared to be considerably 
less grounds for the traditional fears

Standard For Measuring length 


DIFFERENT NOW 

A letter posted in Dublin in June, 


A little ray of green light, given 
off by mercy atom;: made from gold, 
may give the world a new and more 
accurate standard for the measure¬ 
ment of length. 

The remarkable thing about this 
light ray, its originators say, is that 
its waves do not carry in length by 
more than .000000150 of an inch. 

Development of the light source 
by Dr. Jacob Wiens, of the United 
States Navy electronics research lab¬ 
oratory at Berkeley. Calif., and Dr. 
Luis W. Alvarez, one of the atomic- 
bomb scientists, was announced by 
the University of California. 

Wiens and Alvarez used the cyclo¬ 
tron to transmute the gold into mer¬ 
cury, thus reversing the favorite pro¬ 
ject of the medieval alchemists, who 
tried hard but failed to turn mercury 
into gold.

Royal Canadian Navy la Out To 
Recruit 18,000 Mon 

OTTAWA. — The Royal Canadian 
Navy’s 19 reserve divisions across 
Canada started recruiting the 18.000 
men who will take part-time train¬ 
ing and be ready for an emergency. 
They will also furnish recruits for 
active service. 

The permanent force needs another 
4,800 men to bring its total to the 
required strength of 10.000 men and 
one of the most glamorous and 
deepest holes to be filled is In the 
newly-formed fleet air arm. 

Naval divisions have been author¬ 
ized to recruit up to 65 per cent, of 
their quotas from former oflicers and 
ratings of the reserve demobilized 
since the war. The remnining 35 
per cent, will be made up of rookies 
without previous naval experience. 


WASHINGTON. — Naming Canada 
and Australia as two of the main 
food-producing countries which have 
retained wartime controls to help 
feed the starving abroad Herbert H. 
Lehman, former director-general of 
the United Nations Relief and Re¬ 
habilitation Administration, accused 
the United States of "faulty plan¬ 
ning and unrealistic measures" to 
avert world starvation. 

Speaking before a world food 
emergency mass meeting in Consti¬ 
tution Hall, Mr. Lehman delivered a 
blistering attack on the administra¬ 
tion^ attitude toward the food crisis. 

He resigned as UNRRA head fol¬ 
lowing the appointment of former 
president Herbert Hoover to lead a j 
fact-finding mission through Europe's 
starvation areas. 

"UNRRA has enough facts," he 
declared. "But people cannot eat 
fact* How many facts do we have 
to give the supplying countries be- j 
fore they will give us sufficient 
food ?” 

He differed with Mr. Hoover and 
other administration officials who | 
have declared rationing is not needed 
to enable the United States to share 
its plenty with the starving. He also ( 
differed with President Truman's 
statement that the crisis would be 
over in 90 days if the present emer- i 
gency is met. 

Mr. Lehman commented that the 
main grain-supplying countries were 
United States, Canada. Australia and 
Argentina. 

"Only the United States was favored 
last year with bumper crops. The. 
other three suffered a decline in pro- i 
duction due to droughts and other 
factors," he said. 

But they are making indispensible 
contributions to meeting the world 
food crisis. Australia and Canada 
have retained their wartime controls 
and the major proportion of their 
crops is being exported abroad. 

"I repeat that these two great 
countries are still maintaining the 
wartime food controls. 

"I want to be very frank. The 
United States government has not 
done everything it could to avert 
world disaster. Tnis country—which 
alone has the resources to save the 
day—made a most unfortunate de¬ 
cision in abandoning rationing late 
in 1945." 

He demanded Immediate orders 

setting aside a certain percentage of 
American grain for export even at 
the expense of some inequitable 
civilian distribution because "once 
this wheat gets onto the store 
shelves in the form of bread, it does 
not make much difference whether 
we decide to buy an extra loaf or 
not."

WRECK LOCATED 


Sea Diver Re-disoovers Galleon 

Supposed To Contain Treasure 

MIAMI, Fla.—Re-discovery of the 
long lost Spanish trader galleon 
Santa Rosa, reputedly with $30,000,- 
000 in stolen Aztec gold aboard, was 
announced night by Irwin A. Wil¬ 
liamson, sea diver. 

Williamson said he found the coral- 
sealed hulk of the Santa Rosa in 146 
feet of water off Key West. 

"We removed the three idntifica- 
tion marks which we put on the 
wreck in 1940-41, before the war 
halted our further attempts to locate 
the treasure," Williamson said. 

"We could not go deep into the 
hulk to find if the treasure is still 
there, because the wood planks of the 
ship, buried in the sea since 1520, 
crumbled like potash." 

Williamson was the first man into 
a coral cave engulfing the wreck and 
was followed by Carl Parsons, diver, 
and R. J. Lilley, both of Birming¬ 
ham. 

Treading cautiously, they probed 
into the age-old remains of the 
Santa Rosa for 43 minutes. 

According to legend, the Santa 
Rosa sailed from Mexico in June, 
1520, carrying the vast treasure in

Request Made For Overwhelming Of 
Income Tax Legislation 

OTTAWA.— Evidence now being 
assembled by the senate income tax 
committee will form the basis for a 
report which, may recommend over¬ 
hauling of income tax legislation and 
the provision of a new appeal pro¬ 
cedure. The committee started work 
last year. 

Two of the most important briefs 
were those of the Canadian Bar As¬ 
sociation and the Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of Chartered Accountants. 

A common theme through a ma¬ 
jority of the briefs received is the 
need for an appeal procedure which 
would provide simple, economical and 
speedy handling of disputes. Under 
the present legislation dissatisfied 
taxpayers may appeal to the min¬ 
ister. If they do not receive satis¬ 
faction from him they may go to 
the exchequer court and from there 
to the supreme court and privy coun¬ 
cil. 


Pulp And Paper Mill Being Built At 
Terrace, Ontario 

FORT WILLIAM.—In a wilderness 
of forest and rock, construction 
crews, directed from temporary head¬ 
quarters in Schreiber, are doing pre¬ 
liminary work on the $15,000,000 
Kimberley Clark pulp and paper mill 
project at Terrace, Ont., on the 
Aquasabon river, 10 miles east of 
Schrieber. 

Activity is increasing daily at 
Terrace. A few days ago, six large 
prefabricated camp buildings were 
erected, and new workers, arriving 
on every train, are swelling the smajl 
Kimberley Clark staff who during 
the winter compiled essential field 
data. 

A year or so hence, trains will 
pull into the station of the new town 
of Terrace which Canadians will 
know' as the site of one of the Do¬ 
minion’s largest pulp and paper mills. 
The lives of three thousand people 
may revolve about Canada’s young¬ 
est industrial community.

QUICK CASSEROLE TOPPING 

1 cup Grape-Nuts Flakes 

1 teaspoon melted butter or other
